THE INCREASES. 


There 
being very' little 
preliminary 


business the .committee on employment 
of teachers, composed of L. A. Peil, J. S. 
Clement and John L. Sieb, immediately 
submitted their report. The committee 
reported in substance that they had no 
slight task in. preparing a re-port upon 
teachers, and especially ill making some 
needful changes in the schedule of salar- 
ies. In the past there.was iu operation 
a policy on the part of the board of edu- 
cation to advance the salary of. each 
teacher a given sum, annually, after. 
teaching 
with success for 
two years. 


This plan worked well, but three years 
ago, by reason of tho financial stress, Jt 
was found necessary to abandon the plan, 
so that there are teachers in the public 
schools today who have been teaching a 
number of years with excellent success, 
but without an increase in compensation 
from the minimum of $300 per year. For 
this reason there has been considerable 
just dissatisfaction among the teachers. 
In addition to thc demand or justice the 
committee found it to he a matter of 
necessity to increase the salaries of other 
teachers to prevent their leaving Hacine 
nnd accepting positions elsewhere. The 
committee took much pains in making a 
just ranking of the teachers, and endeav- 
ored to adjust salaries according to mer- 
it, as well as length of .-service. Tho com- 
mittee believed thnt they had worked 
upon a conservative basis (thc advance 
in additional cases 
being small) 
and 


would not wisn it to be understood that 
they have adjusted the salaries as they 
would have done had thc funds at tho 
disposal of the board of education been 
adequate'. There hns 
been 
a 
partial 


equalization of salaries, and that in those 
cases of most marked inequality. With 
this brief statement tlie committee rec- 
ommended the engagement of thc follow- 
ing teachers at tlie accompanying salar- 
ies. The present salary is given in tho 
first column of figures and thc increase 
in the second column:

big elephant of Wallace Bros, circus.' A 
hundred different versions of Hie affair 
were in circulation, but the-fact remains 
the same that poor Anderson, has his life 
crushed out in the presence of a thous- 
and people. That the animal hod.been 
ugly and was dangerous is not disputed 
and that Anderson was warned to hob- 
ble the beast is also a fact. Just what 
started the animal on the rampage is not 
clear. Some say it was' a bicycle rider 
and others deny this and suy that the 
first intimation of n,u attack w:is when 
;he beast threw its trunk around and 
struck Anderson; that he immediately 
irodded the beast and it f.ow at him and 
rushed him against the fence of Joseph 
Moon and dropped him and that the 
man was caught iu-the chain that tied 
Prince to the other elephant and was 
dragged into the'road; that men at- 
x;mpted to rescue him when Prince turn- 
ed back and crushed and gored the un- 
fortunate man and then started on a 
mad run about the streets. Although 
disemboweled Anderson was alive when 
removed to' Chris. Slot's building, but 
was dead before D. A. L. Buchan could 
reach the scene. The testimony heard 
at tlie inquest corroborated these facts 


i detail. 
The excitement that prevailed 
after 


the killing of Anderson, was fully des- 
cribed by the local press last evening. 
Once secured with ropes, chains and 
straps, a canvas was raised about the 
ugly elephant, the other two that were 
with him during the .rampage J'.avlng 
been quieted, but not without a fight. 
During the afternoon' Prince was viewed 
by several iiiousond people and two or 
three hundred pictures -were secured by 
amateur 
photographers. Although se- 


curely hobbled Prince trumpeted and 
showed ugliness all the afternoon and 
scattered the crowds many times. 


The trainer of animals at Lincoln park 


Chica-ro, was telegraphed for and offered 
$500 to come and. get the brute on. the 
car, but he refused,' 'The feat was ac- 
complished, however,.without his assist- 
ance and without accident, but not until 
2 o'clock this morning. 'Hundreds of 
people hung around after the perform- 
ance lust night expecting to witness the 
animal taken to the Junction and load- 
ed, but after remaining until 1 o'clock 
they went home, but. many remained and 
saw the animal taken-chnxge of by Harry 
Reed, assistant keeper, and many other 
circus men. Prince's feet were hobbled 
and trunk tied to iiis lego nnd he wns 
hardly able to step so closely wns he se- 
cured. The smaller'elephant wns brought 
over to the pasture and started ahead. 
When first untied from the trees Prince 
showed signs of his old viciousness, but 
soon quieted down and marched to the 
car, only stopping a few times lor rest 
and he "was loaded in without incident 
or any trouble, but it wns noticed, that 
Reed and the others kept their distance 
and only prodded and ordered the ani- 
mal when positively necessary.

FRENCH PLAYING CARDS. 


Philadelphia Record: The French au- 


thorities lake almost as elaborate 
pro- 


cautions in tlie manufacture 
ot playing 


curds as the United States in the produc- 
tion of bank notes. To begin with, the 
importation of the article is strictly pro- 
hibited, and the industry is submitted to 
so many special laws and formalities that 
the lio'me manufacture is in very few 
hands. Each playing card is a combina- 
tion of three kinds of paper, Ircsse, car- 
tier and pot. This last, upon which the 
indication of the suit is printed, is spec- 
ially made by the government, which 
supplies it to tho manufacturers. It is a 
fine, .water-marked paper, and the use of 
any oilier for tho face of the card is for- 
bidden distinctly. Moreover, the plates 
of the court canls and for the aco of 
clubs are the exclusive property 
of the 


government, which delivers them already 
printed to be colored by the manufact- 
urer. 
Having finished his cards, the 


maker pnls his name and address on each 
]Kick and sends it back to the authorities, 
who put'a special label around it and 
ticket it with 
the government' stamp. 


Tlie manufacturer's pi-.rt consists in color- 
ing the devices of the court cards and of 
the a«! of clubs, in printing and'coloring

The theory is to give 
them a good general education, largely 
industrial, the brightest ones being ad- 
vanced to the Carlisle,' Pa., school, to 
Hampton institute in Virginia, or to 
Haskeil, Kan., Institute. Last year sev- 
enteen boys and Rirls were thus trans- 
ferred to these higher schools of learn- 
In?. 'Children can only be secured for 
Tomah with the parents' consent. But 
that once given, the child Is amenable 
to the discipline. The parents are often 
Indifferent to advantages for their chil- 
dren, and each year'an officer at the- 
school goes the rounds i>f the Indian 
colonies of the state to drum up re- 
cruits. Many of the children are half- 
br^eds, which means that a white fa- 
th"r Is solicitous f,or .hta offspring to 
have a chance In 'life, if he, takes any 
interest at all. The children can be 
withdrawn by - the parents, and when, 
the ginsing, wild rice,' and blueberry 
season comes round there Is! a pull .to 
tajce the cMldren,out. The average stay 
injjthe-school is"only five or six-years.

The 
kindergarten exhibit was excellent, ana 
the children especially love nature—they 
hatch out beautiful butterflies and col- 
lect flowers, rare ferns and mosses and 
woods with an enthusiasm that sug- 
gests their origin". They sing so well 
that they occasionally appear in the 
city churches, and every year the boys 
go to town to play a match frame of 
baseball. This they do not so well, as 
the modern Indian seems to lack the 
alertness of the white youth. But they 
can play football, as Carlisle's defeat o£ 
the great universities proved. The e>l<3- 
er girls wear a. gray flannel, trimmed 
with blue braid; and the little girls 
surmount the gray with red blazers. 
The boys wear cadet blue, with red 
trimmings and brass buttons. They 
have no play room, so economical is tha 
government, but use the halls, and j-et 
live in harmony. No corporal punish- 
ment is necessary.

Indian student, Is 
the head of the military system, with 
three captains and

Each month he details.fifteen boys for 
the farm; eight for the laundry; eight 
boy matrons; two engineers and eight 
carpenters.

Destiny of the Kcdrnan. 


What of the future ol the trained In- 


dian youth? It is commonly believed 
that they "return to the blanket," by 
which is'meant they renounce civiliza- 
tion and go back to their-old ways of 
dirt, listlessness and immorality, only 
sharpened to worthlessness by reason 
of their polish'attained in school. 
I 


have read the reports-of the late Gen- 
eral Armstrong of Hampden in which 
hundreds of cases are frankly traced, and 
it must be conceded that many are re- 
ported to turn out bauly. If this is so, 
it Is (Jiscoui'ttfrlngr; but the cheering fact 
is that those who know most about ed- 
ucated Indian youth are the most en- 
thusiastic. Perhaps, one mistake has 
been the futility of training Indians to 
that for which they are not fitted. They , 
will never, make lawyers or-doctors to 
live in the cities. The boys belong on 
farms. Th«,glrl3 would make admira- 
ble domestic*, If families would take 
them. They arc- capable of any amount 
of work; are handy In caring for chil- 
dren; are neat and submissive. 
But 


when the average house wife wishes to 
express a superlative aversion, she 
says she "would as soon have a. wild 
Indian." 
And it must be . confessed 


some of them, as the WInnobagoes, are 
slow to become civilized, though they 
have been nominally so for fifty years. 


There arc 250,000 of these, "our brown 


brothers," as Bishop Whlpple of Min- 
nesota styles them;' and-some hold that 
there never were more than that, not 
even when Columbus landed. Rum, 
•however, win kill them off .unless the 
movement of their'frlends. who meet.at 
Lake Mohonk every year, and the at- 
titude of the government'in providing 
schools and other civilizing agencies 
operate more quickly than In the past. 
"Devil's blood" the .Delaware Indians- 
call "fire water."

LEGALIZED WARFARE. 


ACTOements by Which Civilized Xntiona 


Diminish War's Horrorn. 


What is called international law in 


respect, of warfare is a compaot among 
nations as to certain rules and forbear- 
ances that sbalV.be observed in conduct- 
ing' b'oatilities-'fibonld war arise between 
any of the parties to tho agreement. 
. 


- It'is-agreod among• tho-great nations 
of Europe that-in the event of war aris- 
ing, arraying1.any one of those pow- 
ers against anoth'br, there shall bo no 
privntfieiing on either side. This limits 
the capturing or-destruction of1'the ene- 
my's commerce to tho operations of reg- 
nlarly commiss'ioned warships. 


At the beginning of the present -war 


with Spain President MoKinloy pro- 
claimed that the noutial flag covers ene- 
my's goods with tbe oxception of con- 
traband of war and.that neutral goods 
not contraband-bf war are not liable to 
confiscation under tho enemy's flag.

CORN IN-SUCCESSION. 


ironrtoen Cropli From the Same Field, 


With Only Catch Crop» Between. 


John Gould of Ohio tells in Rural 


New Yorker that for 14 years hs has 
taken crops of corn in succession from 
clay land, with no other crop' in rota- 
tion save catch crops -which '-have been 
sjrown in .the fall, after the. corn had 
been cut np, and that it is safe to say 
that the yield last season was in all re- 
spects the equal of any which had pre- 
ceded it. The field-'contains a scant 
acre, and its crop is nsed in the enrly 
fall for soiling the dairy, and being ad- 
jacent to- the; stubles is so handy that 
the experiment will bo continued. Tha 
soil is a heavy, yellow clay with incli- 
nations to a sandy subsoil at a-depth of 
four feet. The field has flover had heavy 
dressings of stable manure, usually 
strawy sorts and tho odds and ends of 
wbat'-was left about tho yard-and drawn 
at suah times as was handiest. The 
plan has been to sow a catch crop as 
soon as could bo, sometimes of one 
thing and then of another,. the best 
thing being oats and pens, each a bush- 
el, last year sown Oct. 6. In middle Jan- 
uary it showed as tho enow was melt- 
ing a rioh dark greea hardly injured by 
tho freezings and snows of winter, mak- 
ing a fine mulch for the soil, and prom- 
ised quite a store of humus to plow un- 
der in spring. 


Mr. Gould says: Onr plan of culture 


is to plow about six inches deep and 
drag and roll until the soil is fine and 
tho hnmns well worked in, as well as 
the light dressing of manure. Wo culti- 
vate our cornfield before it is planted. 
We plant in drills Zy, feet apart, the 
kernels six inches apart in the drills, 
and usually roll after planting. The 
harrow is run over tho field before the 
corn comes up and twice after, driving 
lengthways of tbe rows, with the testh 
of tho harrow set perpendicular. These 
three harrowings kill all the surface 
germinating weeds and if very shallow 


Conclusions Drawn From Experiments »t
